Specialist vs. Amateur In Soap 
Making. 

In the excellent article which is con- 
cluded in this number, our correspondent 
very forcibly shows the advantages of 
manufacturers producing their own 
soaps. 

On the other hand, on general princi- 
ples we believe it is a safe rule to con- 
sider that an expert and specialist, whose 
total income is derived from any par- 
ticular line of business, be it either soap 
or cloth making, would naturally be in 
better position, if thoroughly honorable 
and reliable, to give best possible and 
most uniform results, as compared with 
a party who incidentally dabbled in the 
business. 

In this connection we believe that 
parties dealing with houses of such re- 
pute as J. O. Draper & Co., Pawtucket, 
R.1., Woodley & Leonard, Providence, 
R, I, the Camden & Philadelphia Soap 
Co., 57 Main St., Camden, N. J., and the 
American Soap & Washoline Co., 
Cohoes, N. Y , will be very apt to find 
thoroughly reliable treatment and stand- 
ard resul's. 

* We do not doubt that there is much 
adulteration of soaps, and that there 
may be back door salesmen in the busi- 
ness, who pay a commission, loan money, 
or otherwise conspire with the user of 
the soap to defraud the purchasers. 

As will be noticed, we have mentioned 
parties who are not advertisers, as well 
as our advertisers, thus intending to 
show impartial comment and consistency 
in favoring the man who mades a life 
study of a particular line of business, if 
honorable in his dealings, as compared 
with the one who gives the matter five 
minutes attention a.d expects to secure 
superior results. 

We are glad to have published this 
series of articles, which we consider in 
presenting that side of the case an ex- 
cellent and strong argument, and giving 
information of decided value in detect- 
ing adulterations, etc., and believe that 
such information is decidedly to the ad- 
vantage of parties who place upon the 
market an honest article made in an 
honest manner. 

While on thissuhj ct we are reminded 
that the J. B. Williams Mfg. Co., 
Glastonbury, Conn., who have secured 
so high a reputation in the manufacture 
of barbers’ bar soap that they claim, and 
we believe with reason, that about 
ninety per cent. of the barbers’ through- 
out the world use their soaps, are now 
contemplating an enlargement of their 
manufacture of mill soaps. This firm 
has for some time manufactured soaps 
for fulling and scouring to a limited ex- 
tent and if they go into the trade on the 
plans which they have pursued in build- 
ing up their trade on barbers’ soap, 
there will be no reason to fear adultera- 
tions. 

In the article on the manfacture of soap 
by the mills, the advantages of reliability 
are shown, and we desire also that the 


advantages of reliability shall be shown 
in tie purchase of soaps of firms of 
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god repute, especially when we believe 
that reliability exists, and that soaps 
can be purchased of as standard and 
pure a character and of as many good 
qualities as any that can be manufactured 
by the user as an amateur at that branch 
of business. 

One of the greatest advantages to our 
mind in purchasing goods of any kind 
from a skillful and honorable manufaet- 
urer is the assurance of getting uniform 
quality. 

In the matter of soap, we believe 
that from lack of unformity or skill in 
manufacture, injury would result in the 
production of goods, which would be 
many times greater than the total cost 
of the soap used, where any error or 
miscalculation might occur in finishing 
or scouring. 

As an illustration of this, we know of 
one instance where an expert soap maker 
produced a large quantity of soap which 
he knew was not of the quality desired, 
henee did not ship to his customers. 
After extremely diligent study of the 
question, the fault was found to be in 
the use of impure potash, which, 
although purchased from four different 
concerns in seeking the remedy, was 
nevertheless the cause of the entire 
trouble. 

Had this soup been manufactured in 
an establishment where soap making 
was an incidental and small matter, it is 
probable that the finisher would have 
used it and been discharged for not 
obtaining the results desired, and that a 
large amount of damage might have re 
sulted to goods before tne error was 
discovered

—The Ilarrisburg F. & M. Co., 
through Messrs. W. R. Flem’ng & Co.. 
New York and Boston, have just put in 
a complete steam and electric plant a 
Makvinkey Iron Co., Martha's Vineyard. 


Higher steam pressure is the tendency 
of the times and with good reason, for 
the higher the pressure the greater the 
economy in generating power. The 
compound and triple expansion engines 
of the present day, have reduced the 
cost of power some 40 per cent. over 


the best performance of a few years ago. 


It is not economy to use a large 


engine to develop a small power. 
Suflicient steam has to be furnished to 
fill the cylinder at the terminal pressure 
each stroke, whether the engine is do- 
ing more or less work, and this at times 
amounts to far more than is required to 
do the work ; for instance, a 24x48 engine 
making 60 revolutions per minute under 
certain conditions uses 30 H. P. of 
steam in displacing the atmosphere, 
without exerting any available power. 


For the same reason back pressure 


greatly increases the cost of power.

In comparing the figures with those 
for a similar period of 1892, a marked 
decrease is noted, with the exception of 
the number of new knitting mills. In 
the first part of this year the knitting 
business was unusually good and as a 
consequence new mills were undertaken 
and established plants enlarged to a 
greater extent than last year. 

In view of the charge of administra 
tion, a comparison of this report with 





our report for a similar period m 1892, 
| is of particular interest, for the figures 
| of that year were so good that they were 
; quoted in President Harrison's Message 





to Congress as an evidence of the coun- 
try’s prosperity.

The new cotton mills show a falling 
off in number of mills, yet close investi- 
gation shows that most of the new mills 
undertaken this year are of good size 
and in strong hands, about one half of 
them being new mills constructed for 
prosperous and well established com- 
panies. The produetive eapacity will 
compare favorably with last year. 

The early part of 1893 was a favorable 
period for the cotton business and the 
growth noted is of solid character, born 
of legitimate demand for goods, and 
wholly free from the boom character 
of two and three years ago. 

The relation of the Northern and 
Southern groups has changed. 

In six months of 1892, 21 new mills 
were started in the South and 19 in the 
North. For corresponding period of 
1895, but 9 new mills are credited to the 
Southern States while 15 have been 
built in the North, 
very many more reports of new mill

projects from the South, but our investi- 
gation of the facts does not warrant any 
larger figures of actual materialization

The 9 mills in the South contain about 
100,000 spindles; the northern mills 
about 150,000 spindles, but 8 of these 
are weaving mills, so that the seven 
mills with spinning average about 20,- 
000 spindles each. 

Fall River and New Bedford have 
gained about 50,000 spindles each. 

There have been about 100,000 spin- 
dies added to other than new mils, so 
that the addition to the spindle capacity 
of the country has been about 250,000 
for the first six months of 1893.

In point of numbers the new woolen 
mills might indicate that some material 
advance had been made, but on analysis 
of the returns, it is shown that there is 
not one large mill in the list, most of 
them being one or two set plants, indeed 
the 17 only aggregate about 20 sets. 
About 40 sets have been added to other 





mills, making a total of 60 sets, which is 


less than three quarters of one per cent 
of the number of sets in the country, 
and does not make good the loss by fire 
and wearing out. 

In fact the figures show that the 
woolen industry has lost ground. 

The new mills which have been 
started are principally yarn mills or 
worsted weaving establishments. 

The tendency towards the erection of 
weaving mills which buy their yarn, 
and towards the introduction of looms 
into mills beyond their spinning capacity, 
is quite marked, and doubtless accounts 
in a measure for the condition of the 
woolen yarn business being better than 
any other branch today of woolen manu- 
facturing. 

In Massachusetts, four worsted weav- 
ing mills are reported ; in Rhode Island 
one. Pennsylvania’s new mills are 
carpet factories. 

The scattering establishments in the 
West and South are custom mills. 

The list of enlargements other than 
new mills shows that Pennsylvania has 
been most active in growth ; carpets and 
yarns are the noticable features of its 
developement. The manufacture of 
paper makers’ felts shows develope- 
ment in the West.

New York and Pennsylvania head the 
list as usual, New York in underwear, 
Pennsylvania in hosiery. Only one new 
mill in New England, and that a small 
one in Rhode Island, suggests the knit- 
ting business is centering more and 
more about Philadelphia and Cohoes. 

Good business has brought most of 
these plants into existence. 

We note the entire absence of the town 
boom feature in these mills. Many of 
them are extensions of well established 
concerns, 

There is a marked tendency towards 
finer gauges of hosiery and underwear 

The list of improvements other than 
new mills is a long one. It has kept 
the builders of knitting machinery busy. 
The improvements of knitting machinery 
have been so numerous and important 
of late, that much machinery in good 
repair has been rendered obsolete from 
a profit making standpoint and necessi- 
tated many changes.

The impressions left by a careful 
study of the semi-annual report are to us 
as follows: 

First; that the growth of cotton man- 
ufaecturing has been greater in the North 
than in the South, and that there is no 
indication that the latter States are 


gaining at the expense of the former. 


Second ; retrogression in new woolen | 


mill construction, and probable decrease 
of total productive capacity of the coun- 
try, also a marked tendency towards the 
addition of looms out of proportion to 
new spinning. 

Third; the rapid yet solid growth of 
the knitting goods industry, and the 
tendency to finer goods. 

Fourth; the tendency shown by the 
new mill construction toward concentra- 
tion in well defined centres where skilled 
help in each line is most plentiful. 
This would seem to indicate that in the 
location of new plants, the plentiful 
supply of skilled help is considered by 
manufacturers to be a more important 





factor than cheap rent or power.

Some time ago I had occasion to make 
triuls for a resist for printing on a very 
poor quality of cloth. This was after- 
wards to be steamed and, as either citric 
or tartaric acid would suit’my purpose, 
the question arose as to which of the two 
acids would weaken the fibre to the least 
extent. With this object in view pieces 
of thoroughly bleached cloth were slop- 
padded in so'utions of tartaric, citric, 
and oxalic acids of the strengths given 
in the tables below, dried at a low tem- 
perature and the whole of the fents of 
each trial steamed together for an hour 
at five pounds pressure.

The burdensome saving of the un- 
exhausted bath, which is necessary 


with the diamine colors, is unnecessary, 
and while several developing baths are 
necessary with primuline to obtain

The mordanting with tannin or sumac 
isnot at all expensive or complicated, 
tuking in consideration that the method 
is in daily use 

Cotton yarn and calico is mordanted 
in the customary way, by wetting them 
thoroughly in a boiling tannin bath and 
left in the bath until cold, after which 
the yarn or calico is squeezed out and 
then fixed in stannic cloride or in an 
antimony bath. 

The yarn so prepared gains 4 per cent. 
weight on diazo and from 2to3 per cent 
no tretazo bodies, through which full 
shades are obtained. 

For loose cotton, it is necessary to have 
a much larger quantity of water and 
correspondingly the amount of tannin 
must be increased. Ifno apparatus is on 
band, to repeatedly press the strong tan- 
nin liquor through the cotton, it necessary 
to have metallic oxide in company with 
the tannic acid, though occassionally the 
tin or antimony bath has been substi- 


tuted, without disadvantage, with chalk 
or lime water. But to save one opera- 
tion, the antimony salt or stannic 


chloride, could be added at once to the 
diazo solution.

Automatic Out-Rigger Hoist. 

The chief objection to the ordinary 
outside hoist is that the operator must 
sustain the load fiom the time it leaves 
the ground until it is landed on the floor 
above. This makes it very laborious and 
at the same time dangerous, for if the 
hand rope breaks or slips off its wheel 








use, either by belt or hand, at al! times, so 
that in the temporary absence of power 
the use of the hoist is still retained. 

This lift is being fast adopted to re- 
place the old style rope and sheave-wheel 
relics of by-gone days, by those who are 
progressive and keep abreast of the times, 
recognizing that to meet the sharp com- 
petition of to-day it is necessary to have 
their mills fitted with every improved me- 
chanical labor saving device.

All this can be avoided by the 
making of your own soap. 

Of course at first there diffi

“Our attention has several times been 
called to the fact that the majority of 
competitors building High Speed En 
gines use the Viston type of valve, 
and that such extensive use of this form 
of Valve would seem to indicate it had 
some meritorious features.” 

“Flat Valves” does appear painfully 
innocent, and he should feel very grate- 
ful to his informants for advising him 
what current Steam Engine practice | 
was; but in his surmises we will con- 
cede, he is wonderfully correct ; its exten- 
sive use does indicate substantial merit | 
and it is not only recognized by ‘The 
majority of competitors building High 
Speed Engines” but by the builders of | 
slow Speed Engines, Rolling Mill En- 
gines, Compound Locomotives, Mariuve 
Engines, ete., embracing the very high- 
est type of Steam Engine design. engi 
neering skill and judgment to the present | 
day. 

But, inasmuch as ‘Flat Valves” is 
already wedded to his Idols, and not in |

“Flat Valves” does not appreciate 
the candor of “The majority” in ac- 
knowledging and providing for what 
every practical man knows will unavoid- 
ably occur, sooner or later, 7. e. the ne- 
cessity for repairs. 

Any conceivable device in a Steam 
Valve piston or otherwise, is subject to 
wear and in degree entirely in keeping 
with its treatment, and the more or less 
favorable conditions under which it per- 
forms its dutities; the wear that will 
occur to either Piston, or balanced Flat 
Valves under ideal conditions, not handi- 
capped by poor workmanship when new, | 
is of precious little moment, for with 
proper material and efficient lubrication. 
the surfaces become glazed, and owing 
to their light weight and the absence of 
friction, deterioration would be so slow 
as not to be appreciable, probably during 
the natural life of the engine; but un- 
fortunately these are not the usual, but 
extraordinary conditions, rarely obtained 
in practice; entrained water, inefficient 
lubrication, the propensity for corrosion
